carcinoma) died of recurrence in 1963, 
eight years after primary treatment. 

We cannot give an absolute five-year 
survival rate for our series until 1965 
(five years after the study’s end). 

We diagnosed a number of unsus- 
pected medical conditions, e.g. diabetes, 
nephritis and hypertension. We did not 
report these because this was primarily 
a practical cancer detection program. 
Our work was supported entirely by 
fees from these private patients—in- 
cluding the 1,500 secretarial hours re- 
quired to compile the statistics from 
over 8,000 charts. Because of our finan- 
cial limitations, we were unable to 
make a complete survey of our records, 
but limited the search to specific items 


I am also sure that we missed many 
conditions in other areas; however, we 
are gynecologists attempting to apply 
cancer detection principles in a manner 
that is practical for the physician, and 
within financial reach of patients. 

If one adds to our program, chest 
X-ray, upper G.I. series, barium enema. 
and lung cytology (all desirable) we 
pass the point of practicality for the 
gynecologist; the cost is beyond the 
reach of many patients, and we reach 
the point of diminishing returns. 
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
